Seeing the Yosemite

After five days of feasting the 
eye on the Incomparable beauties 
of this earthly paradise, one realizes 
how futile it would be to attempt 
its description or portray its wond­ 
rous beauty. Words can convey to 
the reader only a faint conception 
of its awe-inspiring grandeur. If 
there are In all ' this1 world scenes 
that are sublime, they are here.

Leaving Fresno, we eoon enter 
the foothills and for one hundred 
miles the road grows steeper and 
rougher, until one wonders whether 
there will he anything to see that 
will repay him for such an .endur­ 
ance ride, then try to. Imagine, 
dropping all at once into a gorge 
that lias by some mighty force of 
Nature, been countersunk 4000 feet 
in the solid granite. A valley eight 
miles long, with an average width 
of one mile, with all the varied 
scenery that Nature affords, tft give 
it beauty. Truly a masterpiece of 
the Great Architect. The floor of 
the valley is level except near the 
cliffs, where huge blocks of granite 
have dropped from above and are 
piled in fantastic heaps, and even 
here Nature has worked its miracles 
In beautifying these waste places 
with glossy oaks, green mosses and 
here and there a pine and fir tree 
The valley is interspersed with 
green meadows, deep forests of pine 
fir oaks and cedars, with th 
crystal winding Merced river mur 
muring over its pebbly bed, losing 
itself for a time in Mirror Lake 
whose glassy surface reflects forest 
mountain and sky, bringing to min 
the words of the poet, Simpson: 
"Prom thy glassy depths inverted.

Swings a picture of the sky; 
Like those radiant hopes Adain

Dear Friends:
Arrived home a weelc ago yester~ 

day. Pound my people all well and. 
were welcomed by quite a number 
of our old home town people also. 
The place looks about the same as 
it did 16 years ago. There are 
about 600 inhabitants, mostly farm7 
ers. They live well, get good prices 
or their crops, but work long hours.

For Americans it is easy to live
 jre at present; we can live for 

almost nothing. Food and clothing 
s very cheap in American money. 

The first night we stayed in Ger­ 
many we got two rooms at a hotel 
n Leipzig, two beds in each room, 
n the morning rolls and coffee. 

The whole bill for 4 of us amounted 
) 840 Marks ($1.15). A glass o« 
ood beer costs 8 Marks, or a little 

_ver 1 cent; a good cigar the same 
>rice. You can get a good meal 
or 15c. I bought the goods for 
! good suits for $3.60 each. Rall-
 oad fare is cheap, also.

For German people It is dlffer- 
.int, everything is too high, as the 
wages don't go up with the cost 
if living.

Work is plentiful and no unem­ 
ployment to speak of. They have 
he 8-hour day all over Germany 
'xcept on the farms.

I live right here In the center 
f Saxony's thickly settled indust- 
ial district there are factories all 

over some -of them work In two 
hifts.

There is much suffering among 
ild people ttyit lived easy on the

war. Their earnings haven't gone 
up with the cost of living and 
now they have to go to work 
o keep from starving. 

  Tomorrow we go to Leipzig to 
neet a number of Americans anj] 
tart on a trip to different parts 
if Germany.

Will write more of my experl- 
nces later.

Yosemlte National Park contains 
1100 square miles, of which thi? 
valley Is but a small fraction. Ther« 
are six hundred miles of trails and 
one hundred, thirty-five miles ol 
roads. Last year our government 
appropriated $300,000 for the main­ 
tenance of the'park. 17,000 autos 
will have entered the park this 
season. They come in ever-increas 
ing numbers. Last year 93,000 
people visited the park, and thle 
year it will reach 100,000 or more 
Imagine what it will be when the 
State doubles and^trebles the popul­ 
ation, and there are one or more 
macadamized roads leading in.

The satisfaction of It is, that it 
is yours and mine. You can bring 
your camping outfit and enjoy its 
restful grandeur to, the full. Stay 
as long as you wish, and pay not 
a penny to a profiteering corpor­ 
ation.

The valley ana parx contain fea 
tures of beauty that are found no­ 
where else in the world. Here are 
the highest waterfalls, 2600 feet, 
and the only granite dome forma­ 
tion. Yesterday we took a climb 
of two miles and ascended to Glacier 
Point, from which one gets the 
finest view to be found in the park. 
Here is overhanging rock, from 
which you can look down 3252 feet 
on Camp Curry. Facing eastward 
a vast panorama of some 500 square 
miles stretches away to the horizon. 
Snow-clad mountain peaks from 

to thirteen thousand feet high, 
vast forests, streams, lakes, domes 
and waterfalls of unsurpassed 
beauty, make a scene so fascinating 
that with great reluctance we turn 
to take the homeward trail.

At Camp Curry, a high-class free 
entertainment is given every eve­ 
ning, closing with the fire-ball. The 
lights are turned off and in the 
darkness you look almost perpen­ 
dicular in the heavens 3250 feet up, 
and see what at first looks like 
a star, then a stream of fire flow­ 
ing from the sky, making a most 
beautiful and awe-Inspiring scene) 
There are many things it would be 
interesting to note if space per­ 
mitted.

I will close by saying to all who 
contemplate a trip to Yosemite, that 
vou will be welv repaid for your 
efforts.

There is going to be an old man depen­ 
dent on you some day. He is not your fath­ 
er, nor your wife's father, nor an uncle, nor 
an elder brother, but you yourself. What 
are you laying by for his happiness, comfort 
and sustenance during the sunset days of 
life? The time to make provision for him is 
now while you are young and strong and 
prosperous. Later on it maye be too late.
